AT THE TRIAL OF MRS. GEORGE 


A Woman Witness at the Canton, 0., Trial Swears She Saw the 
Defendant Shoot Twice on the Night of the Murder 





NOTWITHSTANDING THE EVENING WAS VERY DARK. 





Star Witness for the Defense Says it Was Impossible for Any Identification to 
be Made the Time That Saxton Met His Death. 





The second week of the trial of Mrs. Anna George at 
Canton, O., was fully as sensational and replete with 
incident as the opening days. 

One of the witnesses was Lawyer William O. Werntz, 
who was formerly a law partuer of Mr. Sterling, ove of 
Mrs. George’s attorneys in the present case, He was 
her legal adviser in her suits against Saxton, the mur- 
dered man. 

The wituess seemed to give bis testimony with some 
reluctance. He testified that he met the defendant 
twice during the week of the tragedy, once at her resi- 
dence and once at his office. 

He sald: 

“She told me she was going out to acertain house 
which Mr. Saxton was in the habit of visiting and 
raise —— with him, I told her not togo and she said 
she wouldn’t go. She said she had a 38-calibre revol- 
ver in her trunk; she had bought it in Chicago. She 
did not say what she was going to do with it. She said: 
‘When the suit of Sample C. George is settled there will 
be a funeral or a wedding.’ 

“She asked what effect it would have on the suit if 
she killed Saxton. I told ber the result might be the 
same, but ifshe were goiug to kill him she had better 
wait until the case was settled. 

“She said if she shot him she would make a good job 
of it; would give him all the balls she had. She asked 
if it would be a good plan to have two revolvers, throw 
one at bis feet aud shoot him with the other, I told her, 
in view of the threats she bad made against Saxton no 
oue would believe she killed him in self-defense. She 
asked me bow it would do to shoot him in the back 
and throw the regolveraway. I told her she had bet- 
ter let Saxton alone. I told her she had two bright 
boys, and if she had no respect for Saxton she ought to 
have for her family.” 

Further evidence was to the effect that Mrs. George 
had said that Saxton had promised to marry her; that 
she was without a bome; that he had separated her 
from her family and had paid all her expenses to go to 
Dakota and obtain a divorce. He had reuewed his 
promise to marry her when they were stopping at the 
Federal Hotel in Allegheny, and she said further that 
he kicked her out of the building one night. Further- 
more she declared that Saxton was the only man she 
had ever loved, 

Onte she toved her busband, but Saxton had killed 
that love and he induced her to go to the Saxton block 
in order that they might be together. 

The first woman witness of the trial was Mrs. Mary 
Findly, who testified that Mrs. George had a room at 
her house for two years. In October, 1897, according 
to her testimony, Mrs. George sald to her: 

“Just wait until thatSaxton case is finished. I am 
golng to ask Mayor Rice to go with me to Saxton’s 
office, and if Saxton says he won’t do anything for me 
I’\! shoot him so full of lead that he will stand still.”’ 

The witness told her she must not talk like that for if 
she did anything wrong she would go to the peniten- 
tiary. ‘ 

“Only for a year or two, and what is that?” she testi- 
fied that Mrs. George replied. 

‘Mrs. George said, ‘I'll fix him,’ continued the wit- 
ness, ‘ *I’ll not go behind his back. I'll Jet him know 
{ did it. I'll make agood job 
of it.’ 

“Would you kill yourself, 
too?’ she was asked, and she 
replied that she wouldn’t. 

The day following seemed 
a good day fcr Mrs. George, 
as she herself remarked at 
the close o1 the session, 

Cousiderable important ev- 
idence which the State 
wauted to get In was exciuded 
by the judge upon objections 
by the prisoner’s lawyer. 

Mrs. Mary Nauman, a 
woman who had known Mrs. 
George in 1897, was on the 
Stand to tell what she knew. 

“Mrs. George told me,” she 
said, ‘“thatshe went outand 
saton the neighbor’s porch. 
She waited for Mrs. Althouse 
and Saxton to come home 
from a ride on their wheels, 
Mrs. Althouse and Saxton 
arrived at the house, aud 
Mrs. George approached 
them. 

“Mrs. Althouse said: ‘Ob, 
there’s that woman,’ and 
rushed in and closed the 
door. Mrs. George made Sax- 
ton go away with her. She 
Said she dropped her shawl and a revolver dropped 
with it. Saxton picked the revolver up. They walked 
along, aud as they reached the West Creek bridge Sax- 
ton was ahead. 

“She said she asked him if he was ready to die now, 
and he walked on and said nothing. She said she 
could have ‘done’ him if sie had wanted to, but she 
thought she would wait till Sample George got some 
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thing out of it. She said she had written an ugly letter 
to Saxton, She said that as soon as the case of Sample 
George was settied and he did not marry her, he would 
not walk the streets of Canton another day. ‘I'll walk 
right up in front of him, so he would know who did it, 
und shoot him.’ Then, she said, she would hide the

erene asked. “Yes,"’ was the reply in a low but dis 
tinct tone; “it was Mrs. George.” 

“How was the woman who 
dressed ?"’ 

“Well, she bad on a dark dress, and when she turned 
up the pathway I thought I saw her throw a little 
wrap over ber arim.”’ 

All of the witnesses who have described Mrs. George 
as seen ou the night of the tragedy referred to the durk 
dress and the wrap which she wore. 

The witness admitted, on cross-exan:ination, that she 
ha! u-t morphivue for about nine years, 

Aituough at this particular time the case looked bad 
for Mrs. George she was as cheerful as ever and didn’t 
seem at all depressed. 

After the State bad finished with 118 case the defense 
began. 

On the opeving day Mrs. George appeared in a new 
spring costume. Some one bad sent flowers to her and 
they were on her table when she arrived. 

The general impression was that the State had not 
made out @ very strong Case. 

The prisovuer’s friends were out In force and she 
greeted them all kindly, shaking hands with them and 
telling them she was wore confident than ever of ac- 
quittal. 

The case was resumed by the cross-examination of 
former Police Sergeant Hasler. It appeared that he 
hail met the State’s attorney after his cross-examina- 
tion afew days before. He returned to the witness 
stand with strengthened nerves. 

Hasler denied that be had ever received promises of 
pay from the State for his services. An effort to show 
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The Cell Occupied by [irs. George. 


revolver aud let them prove it.” The day following 
came what seemed to be the most important of the 
trial—for the State. After Miss Mattie Grimes, Police- 
man E. E. Willis and Mrs, Jacob Oberlin had given 
unimportant testimony, Mrs. Christina Eckroat was 
called to the stand, She said: 

“T knew George PD. Saxton and Mrs. Althouse, I also 
knew Mrs, George. I saw her aboutthe Althouse home 
several times after dark.”’ 

From this point the testimony was drawn out by 
questious, in reply to which Mrs. Eckroat told this 
story: 

On the night of Saxton’s murder she was at home. 
When the first shot was fired she was at supper. As 
she passed into her bedroom she heard the second 
shot, 

“I opened the window and leaned out. TI saw a 
figure come up and stoop forward. I saw the flash of 
the revolver, and the person standing shoot twice 
toward the ground, It walked away afew steps and 
then came back and stooped over. Then the figure 
started down the street. I went through the house to 
the other side and saw the figure walk down the street 














to the vacant lots and start to run, and it was soon out 
ot sigkt.”’ 


“Were you able to recognize the figure?’ Mr. Pom-

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that Hasler had secured the revolver upon instructions 
from Mayor Rice was ruled out by the court, 

Then followed a determined effort to place in evi- 
dence the threatening unsigned letter which Mrs, 
George is ulleged to bave sent to Saxton. 

Michael Burr, a post office clerk, was again called to 
identify Mrs, George’s baudwriting, and late Post 
Office Inspector Oweus tes- af 
tified that he had first seen 
this letter in the hands of 
Saxton. Owens’ lovestiga- 
tion of this letter brought 
an indictment which is still 
pending in the Uulted 
States Circuit Court. 

Judge Taylor held fhat 
there was no evidence that 
Mrs. George had written 
the letter. ‘It would not 
be avy more competent 
than a dream,” he said. 

Mrs. George seemed 
greatly relieved. 

The revolver was admit- 
ted, but Judge Taylor said 
he would let the jury de- 
cide whether any connec- 
tion between the defendant 
and the weapon had been 
established. 

The State then turned 
again to the scene of the 
tragedy and developed a 
new point. Uutil then the 
State’s witnesses of the 
shooting insisted that only 
four shots were fired. Miss 
Augusitg Susky and her 
sister Louise testified that 
they heard five shots, 

Miss Susky was very pos- 
itive upon one important 
point, the degree of dark- 
ness at the scene of the tragedy. Ste said that she could 
see nothing on the sidewalk in trout of the Althouse 
residence until a match was lighted. 

Her evidence will materially help the defense in 
showing the weakness o:1 Mrs. Eckroat’s statement 
that she identified the persou who shot Saxton. 

Miss Susky’s evidence was largely corroborated by 
that of her sister,and several witnesses testified to 
minor points, and then the State rested. 

The defense began with the deposition of A. L. Gold- 
berg, who was formerly a tenant in the Saxton block. 
It was of little apparent value, being a vague review of 
Saxton’s attention®to Mrs. George. 

The star witness for the defense, however, was 
Joseph Eckroat, husband of the woman who says she 
saw the murder. He said it was possible to see people 
from his house across the street, but impossible to 
identify them. 

He made an experiment with the coroner the night 
alter the shooting, fixing the single lamp he said was in 
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JANES STERLING. 
One of [irs. George’s able Lawyers. 
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the grocery store as it had been the oight before and 
then sending a boy across the street. He said that 
they couldn't see much. On cross-examination on this 
point be sald they could recoguize the boy because 
they knew who he was. The witness was called to off- 
set the testimony of his wife, whom the defense at 
tucked in crossexXamination on the grounds of using 
morphine, which she acknowledged. Cross-examina- 
tion of the hasband developed that he is sixty-six yeurs 
old, did not wear his glasses the night of the tragedy 
and that he Is blind In one eye. 

Joseph Schmidt, a thirteen-yegr-old boy; John Ber 
gcerand Jacob Doposish, all residing in the insmediate 
neighborhood, testified to the darknessof the night, 
and sald that Saxtou’s body was not recognized until 
alter matches bad been struck. On cross-examination 
they sald the face was almost wholly concealed by the 
position In which the body lay. 

Mrs, Francis Bederman, another woman living tn 
the neighborhood, said she had been unable to recog- 
uigze any one across the street on going to the scene 
after the shooting.

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McFADDEN LOOKS LIKE 
A COMING CHAMPION 


Has Fought Over Fifty Winning Fights and Never Had but One 
Decision Given Against Him. 





ALWAYS USES A LEFT OR RIGHT-HAND KNOCKOUT PUNCH. 


ee ——ee 


An Aggressive Game Fighter Who Understands the Scientific Possibilities of the 
Game---Uses Good Judgment in Planning a Fight. 





George McFadden is the name of the latest aspirant 
for championship honors to appear in the glare of pugi- 
listic publicity. Almost unknown to any but the local 
tollowers ot pugilistic happenings In and about the 
Metropolis, he made himself world-famous in a single 
night by defeating Joe Gans, of Baltimore, a colored 
lad, who, in the opinion of many good Judges of pugi- 
lism, had done sufficient to justify his lineal claim to 
the championship title. In fact Gans has been most 
persistent In demanding a match with Kid Lavigne for 
titular honors, but the latu r with equa! persistency has 
avoided the issue in a manner which could only be ex- 
plained by the existence in his mind of a possible doubt 
about the outcome of a battle. 

However, McFadden solved the Gans problem, not 
by any chance blow which would leave a doubt regard- 
ing his superiority, but by utilizing the tactics employed 
by fighters who have a thorcugh knowledge of scien- 
tific pugilism. He fought a careful, well-planned bat- 
tle, and won a decisive victory in a manner which pro- 
claims him to be one of the greatest fighters of the 
time. 

From obscurity to fame at asingle bound might sug- 
gest to many the possibility that he had not been suffi- 
ciently tried to prove his quality, but a glance at his 
record which follows coupled with the knowledge that 
he has probably acquired as many more victories over 
men of lesser repute which the compilers of pugilistic 
data have not deemed of sufficient importance to refer 
to, leaves no room for doubt regarding the merit of 
his claim to be in line for premier honors, 

McFadden is a New Yorker, and although only 
twenty-six years old has been before the public since 
1894, when he was a frequent participant in amateur 
boxing tournaments. 

He had the misfortune in 1895 to dislocate his right 
wrist on Joe Hopkins’ particularly hard head, and up 
tou few months ago was severely handicapped, For 
over two years McFadden has been unable to use his 
right, a very useful member. Despite (hat drawback, 
he has done a great deal of boxing, and has with one 
hand beaten several good ones. It will probably sur- 
prise many people to know that McFadden has to his 
credit a twenty-round bout with the redoubtable Spike 
Sullivan. This took place at the Polo Athletic Club in 
1895, and McFadden claims he beat Spike to a stand- 
still. 

It will also surprise many persons to know that Mc- 
Fadden got a decision over Kid McPartland in a four- 
round co atest at the Manhattan Athletic Club in 1895 
during «a professional tournament at that club. 

Within the past few months McFudden has recov- 
ered the complete use of his trusty right. He neither 
drinks nor smokes, and is as full of vitality as a lion. 

The only reverse suflered by McFadden is a decision 
in favor of Jim Popp, the Canadian boxer, the justice 
of which verdict McFadden questions. 

Those who saw McFadden smother the clever Billy 
Moore in five rounds, knock out Walter Burgo in nine 
rounds and put Jim Clare in a trance in four rounds 
know that McFa iden is a finisher. 

He is nota man who swings wildly, trusting to gen- 
eral results, but a straight, scientific hitter, whose 
every blow counts. 

The fuct that he was never knocked down and never 
had any mark worse than a black eye is some indica- 
tion as to his defense. 

It has been intimated that McFadden’s success is due 
solely to his system of blocking by which he constantly 
protects the jaw. He certainly has a wonderful sys- 
tem of defense, but he does not depend for success 
solely on that. Combined with his marvelous defense, 
his ability to hit like a pile driver, coolness and judg- 
ment of the first order, the courage of a gamecock, 
and a rugged constitution, which has never been in- 
jured by dissipation. Those are the qualifications that 
will eventually land McFadden at the top of his class. 

It was only by a careful search through the records 
thata list of McFadden’s most important battles has 
been discovere|. This is as follows:

The new aspirant for championship honors is one of 
the most unassuming individuals it would be possi- 
ble to meet. Modesty is the predominant trait in his 
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eighth round, Referee Herald stopping the bout and 
awarding the decision to Walsh. McGovern was help- 
less at the time as the result uf a terrific body blow, al- 
though in the earlier rounds he had shown consider- 
able cleverness and some punching ability. 

The men fought at 150 pounds and were scheduled 
to go twenty rounds. They appeared to be in good 
condition although Walsh did not show all the speed 
of which he is capable. The fight was tame until the 
seventh and eighth rounds, Walsh's policy being ap- 
parently to give away chances in 
good opening. 

The two preliminary bouts were chuck full ofslug- 
ging. Jack Sullivan, who was beaten In the sixth 
round b* Danny Moore, was knocked down several 
times and finally sent through the ropes in the fourth 
round just before the gong rang. He was badly pun- 
ished but not discouraged when the bout was stopped. 
Both men were over weight, 

Of the second bout, which was between Kid Carter, 
of New York, and Peter Sheehan, of Bethlehem, Pa., 
to go ten rounds at 140 pounds, it was sald that Shee- 
han quit, although the fact that he had gamely taken a 
terrific drubbing prior to the sixth round when the 
battle was decided, was cited as evidence in contradic- 
tion of this. Carter showed himself the better general 
ofthe two, The punch which made Sheehan stop was 
a terrific right uppercut over the heart.

He has been 
deluged with ofters of matches by all the leading clubs, 
and after considering them all, decided to fight Frank 
Erne, of Buffalo. This battle will take place at the 
Lenox Athletic Club, New York, on May ¥. 

The match was made at 133 pounds, which means 
that McFadden will have to concede six pounds in 
weight to his opponent. Tne former is really a 126- 
pound boy, but has been utterly nnable to get matches 
at that weight. Therefore he has been forced to gointo 
the lightweight class. 

Gans, Erne, Spike Sullivan and Lavigne, the cham- 
pion, would have difficulty in making 133 at the ring- 
side. They can make the weight at 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon, and then they take on eight to ten pounds 
before they get into the ring. Jack Daly and Tom 
Broderick could not get to133 pounds, and McPart- 
land and Connolly would also experience difficulty in 
reaching that weight. 

Taking these facts into consideration, McFadden’s 
claim to be considered a factor In lightweight cham- 
pionship affairs cannot be disputed.

George McFadden Gives the Col- 
ored Champion a Surprise. 


QUTFOUGHT AT THE END. 


Could Not Overcome the New Yorker's 
Impregnable Defense. 


- 











Had the patrons of boxing in New York city had the faintest sus- 
picion of what was going to happen when Joe Gans of Baltimore 
and George McFadden of New Yoik met at the Broadway Athletic 
Club on April 14 the big arena woald have been far from adequate 
enough to hold a third of those who would have clamored for ad- 
mission, but McFadden had never beeu promiventiy heard of aud 
the general of opinion was that he would staud little 
chance against a man who bad defeated Jack Daly, Kid McPart- 
land and Billy Ernst, and whom Kid Lavigne had evinced no iacli- 
nation to risk losing his championship title to. 

The attendance therefore was limited to McFadden's immediate 
following and a sprinkling here and there of wise followers of the 
game who had seen Mac perform at the smaller clubs and knew 
that he could be depended upon to make a good fight, even if the 
odds against his winning were big. These were the men who were 
not disappointed, for they not only saw one of the fastest aud mcst 
determinedly contested battles ever fought but they witnessed also 
the decisive defeat of a legitimate aspirant to championship fame 
and the elevation of a comparatively unknown and obscure fighter 
to a position of eminence in the fistic world. It was also this so- 
called “‘wise’’ element which gathered in big fat wads of green bills 
which the Gans party wagered at odds of 244 to 1—Gans’ manager, 
Al Herford, and a big delegativn of colored sports from Baliimore 
placing in the veighborhood of $3,000 at these odds. The men 
weighed in at 3 o'clock in the afternoon, McFadden scaling at 127 
pounds and Gans getting just inside the lightweight limit, 133 
pounds. When McFadden got into the ring he was greeted with 
wild cheering, which was hn indication that his friends were on 
hand in force. His seconds were Billy Roche, Tommy Shortell, H. 
Bahr and Chip Morrison, Gans was taken care of by Al Herfi rd, 
Jack McCue and Jerry Marshall. The articles of agreement calle 
for twenty-five rounds at 133 pounds, Marquis of Queensberry rules. 
John White was the referee, 

The men had not been sparring a minute when Gans’ superior 
knowledge of suience was apparent. He was cool, calculating, 
shifty, and blocked with te ease the few swings that 
MoPadden aimed at his head. Gans appeared to have no trouble 
in landing a long left, but he did not cut it loose much, preferring 
to find out what McFadden had up bis sleeve, ro to speak, Gans 
began to do some real puvching in the secoud round. He shook 
McFadden up with a couple of swings on the neck, and altogether 
outclassed the local man in such a way that the crowd laughed in 
derision. McFadden concluded that his only chance was to mix it. 
So when the third round began he rushed in with heavy swings. 
Gans was equal to the emergency, and at in-fighting surprised the 
talent with bis quick blows, all of which were well directed. Mc- 
Fadden did not land a solid blow in the round, although he tried 
his best to do so. 

Gans did some superb blocking in the fourth round, aod also beat 
& tattoo on McFadden's face. Improvement was shown by McFad- 
den in the fifth round, He began to use his right and got it several 
times to the neck, Gans, however, nearly scored a knockdown 
with a hook on the jaw. McFadden continued to improve in the 
sixth round and landed several hard drives on the head and body. 
He was Gans’ master in physical strength, and his punches ap- 
peared to contain more steam. McFadden forced the fighting in 
the seventh round, and with a hot left hook on the jaw he made the 
Raltimorean take the defensive until the bell. MeFadden had the 
eighth round, Gans receiving some terrific smasses on the body 
and jaw. The latter was warned for holding in clinches. The 
crowd cheered in a deafening manner when the bell rang, and kept 
it up during the minute's rest. 

The ninth was McFadden’s, too. He did most of the work, and 
did not allow Gans to rest a moment. Both did pretty blocking, 
but McFedden's blows were the harder. The tenth round was full 
of execution. McFadden walked right into bis man in spite of left 
jas and bedy blows, and sent back as much as he received. The 
crowd cheered McFadden when he was in his corner. During a 
rally in the eleventh round, both men swinging, Gans received a 
clip on the jaw that brought a clinch. The Jatier seemed to be a 
trifle tired when he took his corner, That he was not fighting up 
to his past form seemed to be the opinion around the ringside, 
while McFadden’s showing was an agreeable surprise. 

The twelfth round was uneventful, except that McFadden more 
thon held hisown., Gans’ nose was bleeding when he got half way 
through the thirteenth round. His blows lacked force and he ap- 
peared to be tiring. McFadden was as strong asa bull, The four- 
teenth round showed that Gans still had stamina, for he did the 
leading and landing, McFadden apparently resting up a bit from 
his previous efforts.

Patsey Haley, of Buffalo, suffered another knockout 
the other night, this time at the hands of Johnnie 
Richie, of 8t. Lou's, The contest took place at Robin- 
son's Opera House, Cincinnat!, O., and the result was a 
surprise to everyone who was present. 

For eight rounds Haley hit his opponent where and 
when he pleased, and made him look like everything 
buta fighter. He outclassed him in every way, and it 
looked like a quick finish, 

Richie did noteven seem to have a 100 to 1 chance 
with the clever Buffalo lad, whose straight lef found 
the mark time and again. It was when they got to 
close quarters, however, that Richie showed he had a 
good rightto be In the ring. It was then he hit hard 
and often, and Haley's defeat was caused by his taking 
chances with an antagonist whom he could easily have 
kept away from and beaten. 

At the opening of the ninth round there wasn'ta 
man in the house who would have given a nickel for 
Richie’s chances of ever staying the limit, but the gong 
that brought the boys to their feet was the signal for 
Haley's Waterloo, 

He had been taunting the Missourian and telling bim 
he didn’t have any kind of a chance, when he received 
a terrific left in the eye. 

In an instant the status of affairs was changed and 
Haley acted queerly. Before he could get to a clinch 
Richie was after him witha couple of stiff right-hand 
punches over the heart and a hard left to the jaw. 

At the conclusion of the round Haley wasin distress 
and the bouse was in an uproar A minute's rest wasn’t 
enough for him at this stage of the game, and when he 
came up for the tenth he had not yet recovered from 
the drubbing he had received, 

Richie Jost no time in rushing athim and landing a 
bard right over the heart. They clinched and when 
they broke he rushed again, this time landing heavily 
on the jaw with his right. This looked like the finish 
ing punch, for it sent Haley down. When nine had 
been counted he mapaged to get up, but only to geta 
left on the jaw. 

Manager Kelly yelled to Referee Murphy to stop the 
bout, and Richie was sent to his corner with the de- 
cision, 

In justification of hisdefeat Haley said, later, when 
he was in his dressing room: 

“T got too gay; that was the causeofitall. I begen 
to kid him, and he hooked me a hot one on my eye. It 
all but put my lamp out. For five or six seconds I 
couldn't see him. He got on my blind side, and before 
I could recover he had put in two or three punches 
that set me to going. I could not recover, and in the 
tenth he finished me,” 

During the contest Haley seemed to lack punishing 
powers, for he landed frequently on Richie, but didn’t 
seem to bother him very much. Once he scored a clean 
knockdown, but Richie didn’t seem much the worse 
for it, fur he came back good and strong. 

“T never had the slightest doubt but what I would 
get him,” said Richie, ‘He is very clever, but I knew 
he could not last Jong at that pace. I waited for my 
time. Itcame in the tenth, and I put him away. Now 
I want to fight McGovern. : I think I can whip any 
man of my weight In the world. I wantto speak a 
good word for Lutz's training. I was never in better 
condition in my life.’’ 

After the decision, John McKee, Haley's manager 
climbed in the ring and demanded to see the gloves. 
He examiued them carefully and smelled them, but 
they were apparently all right. 

Before the contest Haley was touted all over town 
as a sure winner, but there were several big bets on the 
winner. 

Richie now hopes to get ona match with Terry Mc- 
Govern, the clever little Brooklynite, and he thinks in 
view of the fact that be knocked Haley out in ten 
rounds while it took McGovern eighteen to doit, that 
he will stand a good chatuce to win.
